When the reporter 
introduced himself Mr. Laflin shook nim cordially 
by the hand and said: “Well, 1 see some of the 
newspapers have been doing their very best to 
drive me insane. I think you will agree with me, 
however, that I am about ag sane a lunatic 
as ever walked. Perhaps I can explain 
matters a tittle more clearly than the re is al- 
ready published. About three years ago I met at 
Lake Minnetonka, Minn., Miss Florence Meyer,the 
daughter of Mr. . Meyer, who is engaged in the 
safe transter business in St. Louis. A Week later 
we became engaged and I informed my parents of 
the fact. While my mother seemed pleased with 
the match my father did not look upon it with so 
much favor, He is now reeonciled, hewever. 
Nevertheless we resolved upon marriage. April 
10, 1882, while examining a Smith & Wesson re- 
volver I was accidentaliy shot.

A Story Showing How the Birds Are 
Slaughtered in North Carolina. | 
From tne Charlotte Observer. 

‘We heard a great-deal of talk about the 
roost near Mr. Mack Stafford’s house and 
the sport the people were having in kill 
the birds, and as the 8 o’clock train slaw 
reporter ste off and struck out for the 
roost. "Getting down into a long stretch of 
bottom land, something over a mile from the 
depot, the dull flaming lights ahead 
us to the roost. As we 
action we found that the roest was in an im- 
mense canebrake. A party of perhaps forty 
darkies, besides a lot of white peopie, were 
just emerging with their sticks and torches 
and birds, the sport being about over far the 
night. ‘The reporter, finding this to be the 
case, decided to stay until the next night. 

The next afternoon, about 5 o’clock, Mr. 
Stafford called us to come out into the yard 


sight te astonish. rom all directions great 
flocks of robims were flying across the heav- 
ens, alk winging their way to the roost, 
which was almost in plain view of the house. 
For fullyan hour one flock after another 
went by, until the whole canebrake was fair- 
ly alive with the feathered tribe, and before 
jit was good dark a large party set out to 
make war upon them. ‘(here were sixty- 
eight men and boys in the crowd, each car- 
rying a stick and atorch ora lantern. The 
roost having been reached and action com- 
menced, the reporter witnessed a scene that 
he will never forget. The canebrake is about 
a mile long, and extends a considerable dis- 
tance on either side of the creek. It 
seemed that each individual cane was 
bent down with its load of birds. The re- 
— getting justinside the edge of the 

rake, struck at a cluster of birds, and the 
flutter of wings that ensued was deafening. 
From all sides hundreds of blinded and be- 
wildered birds tiew about, striking against 
each other and against the canes, making a 
noise that resembled a mighty wind. A!! 
through the brake torches gleamed, men 
shouted, and the deadly stick was going 
rightand left. The birds never left the 
brake, but few about in dire confusion,-un- 
able to escape the weaponsin the bands of 
the men, who plied them for about an hour 
with terrible effect. In the excitement of the 
battle hardly anybody stopped long enough 
to pick up the siain birds, but went over 
their routes when the sport was ended to 
gather their game. 

Our party went into the brake at 7 o’clock, 
and at 8 o’clock all were counting over their 
birds that lay in piles at each one’s feet. 
The total number of robins killed by the 
party in one hour footed up 2,110. ‘This was 
on Friday night of last week. The nightly 
battles on these birds have been constantly 
going on for fully three weeks.

one of the finest river systems on the globe, 
and the construction of acanal, which is 
now projected between the headwaters of 
the Obi and the Yenesei, will give to Sibe- 
rian trade an uninterrupted line of steam 
communication from the Urals to Lake 
Baikal, a distance of three thousand miles. 
With its climate, soil, and physical charac- 
teristics, South Siberia should support fif- 
teen or twenty times its present population. 
It already contains, in far greater degree 
than European Russia, the elements of a vig- 
orous popular life. Its people have never 
been serfs; they have been emboldened and 
taught self-reliance by their vigorous strug- 
gle with a primeval wilderness and against 
injustice ard oppression. The Siberian of 
to-day repudiates the name of Russian and 
calis himself a Siberian, and is proud of his 
country. I may perhaps be over-sanguine, 
but lean see no reason why Siberia, two 
centuries hence, may not hold one of the 
most powerful nations on the globe and be 
the supreme arbiter of the destinies of Asia.

Legislator Matt Ryan’s Unsnecessful 
Experience as a Handier—Death of 
Mr. Kane’s Rooster That “Bate the 
Aigle’’—High Timesin a Brick Kiln 


Near Chouteau Avenue. '

On Sunday afternoon, when the drizzling raio 
and the fog were contributing liberally$to the dis- 
comforts of St. Louis life, and when there was 
little incentive to out-door exercises, there could 
be seen in the neighborhood of Chouteau and Ca- 
banne avenues several earnest-looking parties, 
who strode along and made no note of the weath- 
er, being evidently bent on serious business. 
They were not allin ope company, but traveled 
singly or in pairs, and every second or third man 
carried an old burlap sack, which seemed to hold 
about ten or fifteen pounds of rags or old paper. 
The sack was in each instance thrown carelessly 
over the shoulder of the carrier, with an assump- 
tion of carelessness, as though it was of no parti- 


cular value: but it might have been noticed 
that there was a delicacy in the carelessness 
the rag the ory. 
People of the neighborhood were surprised to see 
such a procession of racpickers on Sunday after- 
noon, but the little community is very unsophisti- 
cated and unsuspicious. In addition to these bur— 
dened pedestrians a number of vehicles were hur- 
rying along the streets of that vicinity, each con- 
taining two or three men and two or three sacks 
of the same general characteristics as those 
above described. A reporter of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, having a few bours to spare after enureh 
service, kappened to De out that way visiting a 
relaiive, and took note of these phenomena. A 
few moments, observation made it very apparent 
that the pilgrims had common 
destination, which was a shanty fronting on Chou- 
teau avenue, with its best. room devoted to saloon 
purposes. Anxious to participate in a ragpickers’ 
donation party, the newsman applied for a cigar 
at the over-crewded saloon, and had a weary time 
waiting for it. Thesacks were carefully ranged 
in rows in places where they would not be trod 
on, and out of them came at intervals shrill 
screams such as rags never induige in. 
It was clearly a game-cock sociabie, 
and before long the sporting westhetes 
began to uncover their screechers. The gen- 
tleman in authority above ali others at the cere- 
mony was the proprietor of the saloon, and he re- 
sponds to the name of Keating when the roll is 
called at the School Board meetings. After every- 
body was well charged with lager they siraggled 
out in small groups, so as Dot to aliract attention, 
and met’ a few moments later _ in 
one of Sterling’s empty brick kilns. 
They found waiting for them there the Hon. Matt. 
Ryan, member of the Legislature and the 
Nineteenth ward representative in the Congress- 
ional Committee.. Among the other notabies the 
following were recognized: Jack Towl, Jobn 
Sparling, James Fox (of the Two Mile House), 
Mark Kelly and his brother Balch, the peddier, 
who furnished a large number of game fowls; 
Jake Baucher, the butcher; Kirkwood the whilt- 
ener; old man Kaae, his son “Butch” and a man 
whosejiuitials are J. J. B., and who lately moved 
out of the Nineteenth Ward into that 
neighborhood. These were the soloists, the 
chorus being made up of all the yourg hoodlums 
of Compton Sri, black and white, who had assem- 
bled for a bloody holiday. 

The member of the Legislature was the handier 
on one side, and a butcher called “Gus” did that 
work for the other. The honorable law-maker 
gaffed and pitted nearly all the birds for the side 
which he represented, and it was his mourno(ul lot 
to witness the murder of them all right before his 
tearful eyes. “Gus” seemed to have a talent far 
superior to the law-making giant, and the way in 
which he caressed the fowls and secured the 
steel gaffson their dainty little footsy-tootsies 
showea that he loved them all with the love of an 
enthusiasi. Every time one of bis birds faced one 
of the legislator’s chickens the latter

the work being neatiy and quickly done. In the 
use. of deadly weapons the roosters 
of “Gus” § were experts while the 
others“ - were awkwar amateurs.

Its Management and Prospects for 
the Coming Season. 


Diamond EET Sporting Matters 
and Gossip—Billiard and General 
Notes. 


One of the most remarkable circumstances in 
connection with last season was the very poor 
success the “gilt-edged” New York nine—the 
most expensive ever put on a diamond—met wita.

adapted for the position. He is a shrewd busi- 
ness man, besides possessing the technicalities of 
the game, understanding players peculiariwes, 
and knowing how to properiy handle them. _Mr, 
Camp is at present engaged by the Yale College 
faculty as overseer of the gymaasium and general 
athietic trainer for the Cullege, and his love for 
his alma mater is the reason why he 
refers to remain where he 1s.

THE FRONT FOOT RULE. 


Synopsis of the Supreme Court Decision in 
the Street Reconstruction Case. 

The case of Sallie C. Farrar, et al., vs. the city 
of St. Louis was decided by the Supreme Coart 
yesterday. The main question involved, as stated 
by Judge Norton, who delivered the opinion, is 
as fellows: 

“Is it within the power of the city under its 
charter and the constitution of tne State to recon- 
struct its streets and charge or assess the cost 
thereof against the property adjoining or fronting 
upon the improvements in the proportion that the 
linear feet front of eacn lot bears to the total oum- 
per of lineal feet of ull the lots abulting on the 
street? An affirmative answer to this question 
affirms and a negutive answer reverses the judg- 


ent.’
